Water and electricity don't mix, nor should they! 


No, I have not electrocuted myself, but it could have happened if I had 
insisted on fishing around instead of quitting at the right time. 


One has to learn when to quit poking around. 


We have a 2 1/2 gallon electric water heater mounted beneath one of the 
bathroom cabinets and it is plumbed to the hot water faucets in two 
back-to-back bathrooms. 


I had this unit (POU, or Point of Use) installed some 3 1/2 years ago, 
and within the past week or so, the hot water in both basins was cold. 


Checked the receptacle that the heater is plugged into for 120 VAC-it 
was OK. 


Checked the continuity of the heater across the plug-it was open. 


The owner's manual describes how to remove the cover plate with a single 
screw and check the circuit breaker within the heater-if it clicks when 
depressed and pops right out, you probably have a defective high 
temperature cutout. 


And if the breaker is depressed and stays that way, the heater element 
is probably open. 


Here we go: one screw at the bottom of the cover plate holds the cover 
in place; remove it to remove the cover plate to check the breaker 
and/or set the water temperature. 


Well, folks, I removed the screw and water streamed out of the screw hole! 
YES, WATER CAME OUT OF THE HOLE. WAS I SURPRISED? DAMN RIGHT I WAS! 


After a gazillion years of messing about with ohms and volts, I have 
water and electricity mixing about within the heater cover. 


I looked inside the cover with a flashlight and saw that the ac wiring 
was submerged in about 2 inches of water. Make certain the AC cord was 
unplugged, and QUIT RIGHT HERE. 


Call me Howard the Coward if you will! One call to the plumber and he 
will remove and replace the old unit on Friday, reasonably. 


I can only imagine there is a pinhole leak within the unit which caused 
the water to fill the cabinet over a long period of time, and when I 
removed the screw, the water, covering the power cable wiring, etc., 
simply poured out. 


Have you ever removed a screw in an electric environment and had water 
squirt out? I did, today, very first time.
